"THE WILKINS RESOLUTION. 
“The Wilkins resolution ought to have been 
” @efeated. It was presented in the house by an 
{individual member of the committee on sus- 
pension day without even having been consid- 
ered by the committe and without the authority 
of any committee. But its object was much 
more reprehensible than the way in which it 
was brought into the house. It contains the 
substance of a bill passed by the house some 
time. ago, authorizing the secretary of the 
treasury to buy government bonds with the 
garplus in the treasury. This billf{went to the 
senate and seeing that such a law would result 
in a further contraction of the currency, 
Senator Beck also amended it as to re- 
quire the coinage of Bilver to an amount equal 
to the national bank currency withdrawn from 
circulation, as the bonds are bought up by the 
government. Thus amended, tho bill was 
- gent back to the house and referred, as such 
bills usually are, to the committee of ways and 
means. To prevent its ever being reported 
from this committee and considered by the 
house, Mr. Wilkins, chairman of the bank 
’ committee, and himself-a banker, sought to 
surreptitiously get this resolution through the 
house. Thus the secretary will be authorized 
to enter the niarket and buy bonds which are 
not due at a heavy premium, all of which will 
insure to the benefit of the bankers and bond- 
holders. The currency will be depleted, and 
what is left will be the more valuable, and 
above all silver received a black eye. 
OBJECTIONS TO MR. PHELPS. 

The Star this afternoon says: 

Since the announcenient was made that the presi- 
dent had*® about deeided to appoint:Minister F, J. 
Phelps, of Vermont, chief justice of the UnitedStates, 
the strongest pressure has been brought to bear to pre- 
vent the appointment. This pressure is excited by 
leading democrats, and is not based on any objecc- 
tion to My. Phelps’s capacity or democracy. But 
the president has been urged toconsider that Mr, 
Phelps has incurred the bitter animosity of the 
Irish-Amwericans; that he has been regarded as the 
very incarnation of English anti-Irish sentiment, 
and prominent democratic leaders declare that it 
might jeopardize the party’s success next fail to ap- 
point Mr. Phelps. ; 

The president has been urged tocalmly consider 
this phase of the subject. He has been reminded of 
the loss in 18840f a large ptoportion of the Irish- 
American vete; that the subsequent elections have 
shown that this element had been won back to the 
‘party, but that it would be dangerous at this hour 
to rouse their indignation by the appointment to so 
high a place ofa man whom they regard asan en- 
emy of Ireland and as the friend and ally of Ire- 
land’s oppressors. Democrats who thus protest 
against Pheips’s appointment do him the justice to 
concede h's high character and great ability, bnt, in 
addition to the political aspect of the matter, they 
say he istoo old. The Star reporter was today in- 
formed that these representations, madeto the pres- 
ident by men who have only the good of the party 
at heart, have influenced him to hold the appoint- 
ment in abeyance for the present at Jeast, and that 
he may determine to reeonsider it. 

However, Mr. Phelps arrived in the city this 
afternoon, and isthe guest of Secretary Bayard, 
which looks very much like the president has 
already tendered him the appointment. A 
very promingnt democratic senator said to your 
correspondent today, should the president 
send Mr. Phelps’s nomination te the senate 
now, since he has been reasoned with by the 
leaders of the party, he thought it i ee 
that the democrats would oppose his confirma- 
tion, which would necessitate his withdrawal 
and force Mr. Cleveland to appoint a man who 
would prove satisfactory to the entire party.

We denounre the oeratic rty for its 
manifestation of war amendments to the: constitu- 
tion whereby republicansof the south are practically 
denied a yote in the government of the nation and 
the power of Gemocrats of that section is unlawfully 
augmented. Wechargetbat the democratic party 
is now in the enjoyment of power confessedly pro- 
cured by the unlawful! suppression of the franchise 
in the southern states. We affirm that the acceptance 
of power thus secured is the apparent purpose ofthe 
party to continne the methods mentioned, and its 
shameless defense of criminals, who in the states 
of Maine, Illinois, Indiana and Ohio have 
sought to stifle the popular will by frauds and forger- 
ies, justify us ischarging thatit has practically 
become, in a national sense, an organized con- 
Spiracy against a free ballot and fair 
ejections. In view of these facts and believing that 
t6 deprive a legally qualified voter of his franchise 
or toimpair public contidence inthe fairness of a 
count isto weakenand ultimately destroy free in- 
stitutions,$ we call upon the patriotic citizens of 
Ohio to rebuke the party responsible for these 
crimes against suffrage, and we demand of congress 
that in the exercise of its constitutional authority it 
enact such laws as will ensure treedom and fairness 
in election in representatives to congress. 

2. We favor such economic legistation as will pro- 
tect all American industries that can be profitably 
pursued by American citizens. We insist that our 
producers are entitled tothe control of their own 
markets to the extent of their ability to supply 
them. We denounce all efiorts to open those markeis 
to competitionwith the cheap labor and abundant 
capital of foreign nations, as hostile to the interests 
of labor and destructive to national and individual 
prosperity. We regard the lastangual message of 
the president, and the recent action of the majority 
of the ways and means committee, asa direct and 
open assault upon our industries which will, if un- 
resisted, result in introducing the policy of free 
trade, that in the near futnre wil) paralyze or de- 
stroy our own industries, reduce the compensation 
for labor and impoverish the nation. 

3. It is the duty of congress to pass and ofthe pres- 
ident to approve a wide, just and comprehensive 
pension bill, giying reliefto disabled veteran sol- 
diers and subsistence to the helpless widows and 
orphans of deceased soldiers, without regard to the 
time when the disability was incurred or to the 
cause of death.

Passage of the Bill for South Da- 
kota’s Admission as a State, 


Wasuinoton, April 19.—In the house, thgee 
bills for lighthouses at- Newport News, Middle 
Ground, Virginia, St. Joseph’s Point, Plorids, 
Holland Island bar, Chesapeake. bay, Mary- 
land ; and one for a ligh$ ship at Bush’s Bluff 
Shoals, Elizabeth river, Virginia, were re- 
ported fromthe committee and placed on the 
calendar. : 

The senate then resumed consideration of 
the bill for the admission of the state of South 
Dakota. 

In opening the debate, Mr. Plumb contrasted 
tho small votes in the southern states with the 
vote of Dakota, and said thaf not one of them 
had cast as many votes 4t any election within 
the last five yearsasthe territory of Dakota 
had cast in 1586. ‘He contrasted tables of tax- 
ation in the state of Alabama to show that the 
assesse value of guns, pistols and. dirks was 
four times greater than that. of farming tools 
and agricultural implements, and yet he said 
the senator from Missouri did not object to the 
representation of Alabama in the senate or 
house of representatives, but was willing to 
meet them on a plan of equality. 

Mr, Allison said he agreed with the senator 
from Missouri (Vest), that the question was a 
political one. it wasa political and a party 
question. The attitude of the democratic 
party in both houses on this subject is an atti: 
tude of non-action. Its policy had been 
clearly shown in Mr. Springer’s letter, read at 
the Aberdeen convention. He belieyes South 

DAKOTA SHOULD NOW BE ADMITTED 
as a state, and that North Dakota should also 
be now admitted and he should be glad to vote 
at this session for the admission of North Da- 
kota, 

Mr. Vest asked him if. he would vote now 
for a bill admitting to statehood. the whole 
territorry. He (Vest), would. 

Mr. Allison replied by asking Messrs. Vest 
and Butler if the democratic party, as a politi- 
cal organization, would vote today for the ‘ad- 
mission of the state of Dakota as a whole. 

Mr. Vest’s response was that, as a matter of 
course,‘néither he nor Mr. Butler could speak 
for the democratic party... But he would say, 
with his democratic col ues, there was not 
one of them who would not vote for the admis- 
sion of the state of Dakota as a whole at any 
time. 

SENATOR ALLISON SPEAK®:. 

Mr, Allison suggested that political parties 
were to be judged. by their general action, not 
by individual statements, and the actton os 
the democratic party, as represented on the 
senate committee on territories, as wellas the 
action of the house committees, showed itf 
policy on this subject.. The former had pre: 
duced a substitute in the way of an enabling 
act, and the latter had reported an omnibus 
bill. This, in his judgment, was political leg- 
erdemain. The idea was to tamper with the 
bill until the presidential election of 1858 shall 
have passed ; and, if the political exigencies of 
the future require it, the democratic party 
would continue to play the same game. 

Mr. Allison said tie would not have joined 
in the discussion at all were it not that he de- 
sired to represent the importance of admitting 
South Dakota as a state, and North Dakota as 
well; and he would join hands with the sen- 
ators for the admission of Montana. The 
question was one of the most important that 
could come up- for consideration, because it 
related to the exclusion of 600,000 or 700,000 
people from participation in the affairs of the 
republic. That wasan unjust exclusion and 
should not. be tolerated a moment longer than 
absolutely necessary. 

BUTLER AND PLUMB HAVE A SPAT. 

Mr. Butler congratulated the senate that the 
discussion had got back to the real issue, and 
he thanked the senator from lowa (Allison) 
for having discussed the question from the 
standpoint of a patriot and statesman. He 
declared that democratic senators were pre- 
pared now and would be prepared in the future 
to admit Dakota into the union as a state. 

Mr. Plumb asked whether he would also be 
willing to incorporate in the act of admission 
the same condition as in the state of Texas, 
authorizing new statesto beformed out of 
Dakota from time to time. 

Mr. Butler—Perfectly, sir; perfectly; and I 
have said over and over again, that the best 
solution of this question was to admit the ter- 
ritory of Dakota as a whole, and leaye the peo- 
ple free (after it had become a state) to de- 
termine the question of geographical aréa. 

Mr. Plumb—Are you willing to admit Dako- 
ta without an enabling act? 

Mr. Butler—No, sir. 

Mr. Plumb—That is, that you will vote to 
admit Dakota at some future time? 

Mr. Butler—Admit it as fast as can be done 
according to the prescribed constitutional. 
forms. 

Mr. Bntler went on to say that he opposed 
the so-called South Dakota movement because, 
in his judgment, it was a_ political trick to 
get supremacy in the senate. Referring to 
Spooner’s quotation (the other day), from a 
speech by Mr. Lincoln that, ‘‘no party could 
fool all the people all the time,” he.said 
that in this instance the republican party 
could not fool the youngest page on the floor, 
The thing was so transparent, flimsy, flagrant 
in its pretensions that even a blind man could 
see it. For himself he never would consent to 
any party getting, by snap judgment, an unfair 
advantage ina body where that party’s &’u- 
premacy was rapidly waning. He referred to 
the charges and aspersions made by senators 
against the southern states as ‘‘a descent into 
the very quagmire and slime of township pol- 
itics and ward meeting controversies,” If 
this (@ said) were an occasion to go into 
ancient history, he could re-erect in those 
southern states shameful parodies on the gov- 
ernment that had once been set up there, 
debauching high places of state, diffusing into 
the very atmosphere 

THE STENCH OF CORRUPTION. 

(JAnd those governments had been set up and 
sustained by senators who were now denounc- 
ing the southern states. If he could re-erect 
these disgraceful republicanggovernments in 
the south, and could ask the @untry to “look 
on this picture and then on that,” Instead of 
seeing all the evils and damnable ‘stories 
spoken of by the senators, they would see 
peace and quiet, and progress and devotion” to 
constitutional government and the union of 
the country. If he were to proceed to show 
this, the senators who had spoken against the 
south would be utterly scorned and driven out 
by intelligent people, and would hang {their 
heads in shame for provoking the contest.

were anxious to see the colored man secured in 
every right guaranteed to him by the constitu- 
tion. 

Mr. Sherman said that he had not partici- 
pated in this debate until he heard the charge 
that Hayes held his seat by fraud. In refuting 
that charge he had found it necessary to go 
over the history of the events of 1876, and he 
declared again that the charge was false by 
witeever uttered or wherever uttered. 

Mr. Vest replied to Mr, Sherman, and again 
brought up Mr. Blaine’s statement, insinu- 
ating that if Hayes had been electsd presi- 
dent, Packard had been elected governor. Mr. 
Vest proceeded to quote from Mr. Blaine’s 
speech, interspersing quotations with com- 
ments of his own, and declared in conclusion 
that the seating of Hayes was the most colos- 
sal fraud in the history of the government. 
He would say so “in church or graveyard,”’ 
and believed thatthe people of the United 
States would indorse that opinion. 

Finally, aftera day spent in debate, which 
was attimes quite excited, and which occa- 
sionally cnmued manifestations of laughter or 
approval in the galleries, which were rebuked 
by the presiding officer, the senate came toa 
vote on the substitute and then on the bill. 
The substitute was defeated—yeas 23, nays 26 
—and the bill passed—yeas 26, nays 23—a 
strictly party vote. 

It declares the state of South Dakota a state 
of the United States of Aimerica, and ratifies 
and confirms (subject to certain provisions) the 
constitution which the people of South Dakota 
have formed.

It appropriates $25,000 to defray the expenses 
of the constitutional convention that has been 
held; awards portions of the public lands for 
state buildings, and provides for a division of 
the public debt of the former territory of 
Dakota. The portion of the former territory 
not within the state of South Dakota is to con- 
tinue a8 a territory under the name of North 
Dakota, with Bismarck as its capital. 

The senate adjourned till Monday.

FROM. THE. SUFFERING EMPEROR 


Great Excitement in Paris on the Occasion 
of Boulanger Taking His Seat 
—Other Foreign News. 


Berwin, April 19.—This morning Emperor 
Frederick wrote ona slip of paper that he felt 
mach better. He ate a fairly good breakfast 
and wanted to get up, but the doctors would 
not let him. The fact that the doctors cannot 
find evidence of disease of the lungs in no way 
proves that the lungs are not.affected. The 
results of the operation of tracheotomy render it 
difficult to discover symptoms of lung disease. 
The intermitting fever and quick respiration 


“are symptoms strongly in fayer of Dr. Mac- 


Kenzie’s belief that the emperor is suffering 
from pyaemia. There .is: a large crowd con- 
tinuously watching the castle. By the special 
wish of the emperor the public were permitted 
to come to the iron railing of the first court 
yard, where this afternoon, for the fifst time, 
Official bulletins were fixed. 

The doctors on leaving the place were eag- 
erly plied with questions. Empress Augusta 
arrived at the palace at midday, and remained 
at the emperor’s bedside for half an hour. 
Other members of the family visited him 
towards evening, when he felt fairly com fort- 
able, and read and worked and slept a little, 

The doctors had a consultation at 8:30, and 
agreed that the emperor was better. The dis- 
chatge which occurred this afternoon gave him 
much relief. The patient’s breathing is free 
and almost normal. It tends, however, to 
preve that Dr. MacKenzie’s diagnosisof abscess 
in the-trachea was correct. The progress of 
pyaemia, symptons of which are very slight, 
show no signs of increasing. Tho empéror 
said to Chaplain Koegel today: 

“You pray for my preservation—rather pray 
for my release.” 

He perseveres in transacting busines#, and 
does not cease writing. The empress is often 
summoned to decipher the most illegible char- 
acters, and save him from the annoyance of re- 
writing them, 

As a result.of family nezotiations, a jointare 
of 12,000,000 marks is secured to the empress, 
and Prince Henry inherits 1,000,000 marks 
upon the emperor’s death. 

There were rumors at midnight that the 
emperor’s feet were swelling, that postules had 
begun to appear on his neck and that there 
was much discharge from his throat. 


THE EXCITEMENT IN PARIS, 


Takes His Seat -- The 
Lined With Troops. 
VARIS, April 19.—In his speech in the 
chamber of deputies today Premier Flouquit 
said that before the business on the notice 
paper was proceeded with some explanations 
were necessary. Between the chamber and 
government the situation was not so perilous 
as had been represented, yet it was serious 
enough. The government wished to know if 
there existed in the chamber a majority pre- 
pared to put contidence in the cabinct, whose 
tendency was wholly toward the left.

In the 
course of the ensuing discussion, M. Floquet 
declared himself an advocate of renision of the 
constitution, but he appealed tothe chamber 
to await the time when the cry for revision 
would not be, as it now is, either snare spread 
by the monarchists or a cloak to hid@the dic- 
tator’s throne. 

The premier’s speech evoked prolonged 
cheering from left and center and noisy pro- 
tests from the right. > 

The streets at noon were lined with police, 
and bodies of troops were held under arms in 
order to prevent any riotous demonstrations 
upon the occasion of Boulanger taking his seat 
in the chamber of deputies. 

Le Soir (anti-Boulangist) estimates the 
crowd around the chamber at fifty thousand. 
Boulanger ignored the appeals of hundreds of 
friends to avoid publicity, On entering the 
Salle de la Paix of the chathber of deputies a 
crowd of deputies craned forward to sec him, 
and Boulanger, thinking they manifested sym- 
pathy for him, smiled. A storminstantly broke, 
the deputies crying: ‘‘A Bas le Distateur,’’ 
‘‘A Bas Boulanger.” Keys were used as 
whistles, and fora time pandemonium reigned. 
Anger convulsed every face. For a moment 
the general flinched, but he immediately re- 
gained his self-possession and entered the 
chamber laughing, taking a seat near Piatt. 
Towards midnight there was an uproarious 
Boulangerist demonstration in Place de 
Bourse. A strong body of police drove the 
crowd to Rue Montmartre and made several 
arrests. Ina short time the uproar had en- 
tirely subsided. 

M. Laguerre, Le Herisse and DeRoulede ac- 
companied Boulanger when he entered the 
chamber. Boulanger received an undeniable 
ovation on his way to the chamber. In Rue 
Rivoli ladies threw flowers into the general’s 
carriage. The general saluted them and 
placed the flowers to his heart. There were 
isolated cries of ‘‘Down with the dictator.” 
On his return from the chamber Boulanger 
was the subject of a similar demonstration. 
In the chamber a number of deputies and re- 
porters hissed him and cheéred for the re- 
public. 
~ Several rows occurred, and Baron Dufour, a 
Bonapartist, and M. Aren, an opportunist, ex- 
changed cards. The difficulty, however,}jwas 
adjusted by mutual friends of the gentlemen.

The Spindle City Getting Ready 
for the Future. 


The Exhibition Grounds Reached—Trading 
in Real Estate-—-The Woman's Ex- 
change—The Mormon Elders. 


Avovsta, Ga, April 19.—[Special.|—The 
track laid by the Georgia railroad into the ex- 
position grcunds has been completed,and trains 
have run up to the foundation of the main 
building which is now being laid. This line 
will connect directly with the lumber 
. yards and will be employed in haul- 
ing all building material and  sup- 
plies until the great work is completed. When 
the gates of the exposition grounds are thrown 
open to visitors, it will then be used to assist 
in transporting the crowds, and long trains of 
open excfirsion cars will be run back and forth 
between the city and grounds every twenty 
minutes. Already the grounds are the favorite 
Sunday afternoon resort, and the street car 

line has a bonanza ahead of it for the next six 
wonths. 
TRADING IN REAL ESTATE. 

One of the best evidences of the new life in 
Augusta and the faith which the people have 
in ber future is the trading in real estate. This 
has has been a system of speculation or invest- 
ment unknown in Augusta. A man bought 
real cstate in Augusta only to live on, or 
sometimes came into the possession of addi- 
tional property by the foreclosure of a mort- 
gage or by wheritance, but none ever thought 
of buying itas an investment to sell again. 
Such is not the case now, however, and it 
will be hard to find a tract of land outside of 
the city limits towards the exposition grounds 
or the sand hills, which has not been bought 
up by syndicates or land companies, and laid 
0 ‘in Jots for sale. Lots which sold 
nix months ago} for #250, now sell 
for from $350 to $500, and there is a marked 

‘appreciation in the value of all suburban prop- 
erty on the west side. Dummy lines are being 
projected to jseveral Jocalities about the city 
nnd there is promise of much trading in real 
estate around Augusta in the next few 
asnonths. 

THE WOMAN’S EXCHANGE, 

There was recently organized in Augusta a 
Wwoman’s exchange under seemingly auspicious 
circumstances. Officers were elected, canvass- 
16 committees were appointed and the prelim- 
nary work was set on foot. The very best 
ladies in the city were enlisted, and most ex- 
cellent ladies were on the roll of officeis. <At 
the next meeting, however, there were some 
unexpected developments and it has leaked 
out that it was a most spirited and exciting 
sessmn. In the time which had elapsed since 
the last meeting it had been discovered 
that only two churches were represented 
in the list of officers, and that a large majority 
of them were members of one church. This 
would probably have never been noticed at 
any other time, but the regent revival meet- 
ings in Augusta have brought the church 
question into prominence, and the spirit of 
unity and co-operation, which had been prom- 
fnent in these meetings, led some of the good 
ladies of the exchange to think thére should 
be a religious division of the officers.

Proceedings of the Convention 
at Brunswicks 


Dr. Battle, of Mercer University, Elected 
President— Business Transacted—A 
Large Number of Delegates. 


Brunswick, Ga.. April 19.—[{Special.]—The 
Georgia Baptist convention met at ten o’clock, 
in the Methodist church. After calling the 
body together by the secretary, G. R. McCall, 
Dr, J.G. Ryals was made temporary chair- 
man. Acommittee on credentials was ap- 
pointed, and while the delegates names were 
being enrolled, the convention engaged in de- 
yotion. : 

Election of officers as follows: A. J. Bat- 
tle, D. D., president; G. R. McCall, D. D.,and 
F. C. McConnell, secretaries. 

The presiden-elect, on taking the chair made 
appropriate remarks. His election brings 
Mercer university prominently before the Geor- 
gia Baptists. By actual count, there are 175 
delegates present, this first session, together 
with about fifty visitors. Pending organiza- 
tion, Rev. H. Hatcher stood on the platform 
and made the following announcement: 

“‘T have sold out all my interest in the Chris- 
tian Index to Dr. J . S. Lawton, and any trou- 
ble apprehended on this score, has all blown 
over.”’ 

The announcement was greeted with ap- 
plause. Dr. Lawton already owned a controlling 
interest in the paper. No trouble can come 


now.

Dr. Battle, who is now about 62 years of age, 
was born in Hancock county, Ga., on the 10t 
of September, 1826. He was the son of the 
late Dr. Cullen C. Battle, of Alabama, also 
distinguished in the Baptist ministry of 
Georgia and Alabama. He graduated in the 
University of Alabama, in 1846, under the ad- 
ministration of Rev. Basil Manly, D. He 
was licensed to preach by the Tuskegee church 
in 1852, and was ordained to the ministry in 
1853. He held high positions in various liter- 
ary institutions in Alabama until 1871, when 
he was called to the presidency of Mercer in- 
stitute at Macon, Ga. Asasoldier, Dr. Battle 
ranks among the highest in the south, and as a 
preacher he is earnest and polished. His ac- 
complishments make him a worthy successor 
of the distinguished Mell.

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| THE JAY BIRD FARM. 


The Story of a Foolish and Un-* 


fortunate Farmer. 


The Inevitable Result of Not Leaving Well 
Enough Alone—Judge Hammond’s =. 
Philosophical Observations. 
From the Griffin, Ga., News. 

A News reporter stepped into the ordinary’s 
office and asked Judge Hammond if he had 
anything toremark. The judge turned his be 
nignant countenance and said: 

“Yes, young man, I have. It is this: 

“Since the world began man has suffered 
from a disposition to be dissatisfied and then 
striking out in the dark and trusting to luck 
and chances, rather tharfto arrive at a proper 
conclusion, which he might well do by reason- 
ing from cause to effect, forgetting that it is 
better to ‘bear thosé ills we have than to fly to 
others we know not of.” How many times in 
your own experience have you known men 
who would not be satisfied with what they had, 
and made matters worse by attempting unad- 
visedly to mend their affairs, and find that 
they had made a mistake and were in a worse 
condition than at first? It seems that we are 
all prone to fall into the common error of not 
‘letting well enough alone.’ The old woman 
is constantly met with who had the hen that 
laid a golden egg every day and killed the hen 
to get all the eggs at once and discovered that 
she had committed a sad mistake in destroying 
the fountain and source of her wealth. en 
who are controlled by an unhealthy ambition 
frequently rush on to a goal high above that to 
which their fellows have attained, and when 
they have reached the highest peak in 
sight must at last pause, panting on its sum- 


mit, wretched to find that there is nothing but. 


a barren waste beyond and dizzy when they 
look back to the fertile plains which they have 
left far below—unable to go forward and 
ashamed to go back. Then they keenly regret 
that they did not ‘let well enough alone.’ 

These remarks have been suggested by my 
acquaintance with a gentleman not many 
miles away. He resided on a beautiful farm, 
which was fertile and productive, elegantly 
located, well timbered, and well watered, with 
proper proportions of bottom and upland, 
meadow and woodland, orchards and vine- 
rards, so that his crib,barns, cellar and smoke- 
Sones were always well filled. Providence 
had indeed smiled upon him and surrounded 
him with peace and plenty. His sons were 
intelligent and manly,his daughters lovely and 
fair. A few years a had been’ watching 
the habits of the jay - , which seemed to 
take a peculiar fancy to a grove of original 
forest oaks in front of his handsome residence. 
They congregated there in — numbers,they 
preyed upon his cherries and berries, his beans 
and peas. They would break up the nests of 
other birds indiscriminately by eating their 
eggs, and would even attack and devour the 
young of other birds, One day, when he was 
much fretted at the wicked depredations of 
these pestiferous jaybirds, an old superstitious 
negro fortune teller told him to 
‘‘beware of ~~them jaybirds, that 
they were emissa#ries 0 the devil 
and every Friday they\carried lightwood 
knots to hel). The farmer Was. doing well at 
this time, but without counting the cost or cal- 
culating the consequences he resolved ‘that he 
would exterminate this mischievous jaybird 
family, and made it his daily business and 
pleasure to shoot these pests; and it seemed 
that the more he killed the more they in- 
creased. From the first he had an eye to busi- 
ness and concluded that he would have some 
remuneration and perhaps profit for his am- 
munition and trouble, and for the damage the 
jaybirds had done; so he decided that he 
would fertilize his garden with the dead birds. 
He had four trenches dug, each one hundred 
yards long. Each day the farmer would plant 
his dead jay birds and cover them, leaving 
their tails stickigg out like so many head 
stones to their graves; and when he had filled 
his four trenches it was a unique spectacle to 
look at those long, straight lines of blue feath- 
ers slashed with black and white sticking out 
of.the ground. 

The farmer’s idea was for the birds to decay 
and thus fertilize the ground so he could plant 
seed in the same rows the next spring. So he 
kept the rows clear of weeds and grass. Early 
next spring he was surprised to seea strange 
growth spring up from these rows, and con- 
cluded to allow the growth to remainand de- 
velop into what it would. The plants grew 
rapidly and assumed the colors of the jay bird 
plumage. At last the bioom came in the flash- 
ing colors of the jay bird, making a beautiful 
flower. The farmer, as he thought, now saw 
theroad to fortune and fame thrown wide 
open, and he advertised extensively that he 
had originated a new and beautiful acquisition 
to the floral world and named it “Blue Jay 
Plant.” The floriculturists and nurserymen and 
lovers of the marvelous and beautiful fiocked 
from all parts of the country to examine and 
admire this new wonder, and invested thous- 
ands of dollars in cuttings from the ** Blue Jay 
Plant.’’ The farmer believed he had found 
the end of the rainbow, where he might fill 
his bag with gold. He was offered enormous 
suins for his tarm, but no amount of money 
could induce him to sell his bonanza. At last 
seed bolls began to form like bolls on our cot- 
ton stalks. When the visitors saw these their 
eagerness to purchase was uncontrollable and 
they offered fabulous prices for the farm; but 
the farmer said. ‘‘Why, I will keep my farm 
and sell my seed.’’ And he took thousands of 
orders cash in advance for seeds when gathered: 
So from his cuttings and seed he had become 
the wealthiest maa in his county. 

But alas! for the uncertainty of all human 
affairs and expectations based upon human 
calculations! he seed bolls grew to about 
the size of cocoanuts, and began to ripen and 
mature, and the farmer made extensive prepa- 
ratious to gather and preserve his golden har- 
vest. But alas! alas! one bright day in <Au- 
gust the farmer’s garden was changed into a 
tumultuous pandemonium. The seed pods had 
bursted and the new fledged jaybirds had 
poured out in swarms thicker than the locusts 
in Egypt. The farmer rushed out and stood 
aghast, and inthe agony of consternation he 
exclaimed, ‘‘This is hell!’”’? Day by day the 
trouble increased; the jaybirds in retaliation 
for the farmre’s war ef extermination com- 
menceéd to bring ligutwood knots and sand and 
drop them on the land, and the last time I was 
in the neighrborhood the plantation was cov- 
ered with lightwood knots and sand several 
feet deep, and the occupants hadffied as from 
a pestilence and no one will live on it. I 
climbed a hill near and saw something like a 
dak cloud suspended over the land, and then 
I saw ashower of light wood knots and sand 
descend, and then the crowd of jaybirds fiew 
away for anotherturn. The cry of a jaybird 
always throws the farmer into spasms of ter- 
ror, and in his lucid intervals he is heard to 
repeat again and again, ‘‘Oh, if I had just let 
well enough alone.”’

Oxronrp, N. C., April 19.—[Special.]—There 
were ten thousand peeple at Oxford today to 
witness the celebration in honor of the comple- 
tion of the Oxford and Clarksville railroad 
last night. Governor Scales and staff, Treas- 
urer Bain, Auditor Roberts and Superintend- 
snt of Publie Instruction Tinger arrived here 
at 9 today. A large party of business men of 
Richmond arrived on a special train. The ex- 
ercises of the day began just after noon. There 
was a parade composed of Richmond Bank 
Bat’ a‘ion, compcsed of companies from War- 
renton, Raleigh and Oxford, the cadets of 
Horner’s school, and detachments of 
the Richmond Howitzers,, which escorted 
the distinguished guests. The second 
part of the procession was composed 
of the trade parade, which was admirable. 
The entire procession was one mile in length, 
and passed through the principal streets on its 
way to the grounds of the orphan asylum, 
where Governor Scales reviewed it. Speeches 
began at 2 o’clock, and were heard by 10.000 
people. After the address of welcome by 
Major N. A, Gregory, Kk. W. Winston intro- 
duced Hon. Daniel G. W. Fowler, orator of 
the day. Other speeches were made by A. H. 
Williams, General Plyton Wise, of Virginia;

A HOTEL BURNED. 


A Large Fire at Wadesboro, N. C.--Flames

Traveller's in a Bad Fix. 

Just about one year ago anumber of Geor- 
gians visited Europe, and before going pro- 
vided themselves with letters of credit on 
American Exchange in Europe. 

European travel last year was the heay- 
fcst ever known, and the Exchange did a 
thriving business in issuing credits to Euro- 
pean tourists on its various correspondents 
throughout Europe. 

If the Georgians and other Americans 
who went to Europe last year with the Ex- 
change letters of credit in their pockets had 
postponed their trip until this time, and 
were now away and similarly provided with 
funds to defray expenses, they would proba- 
bly be cabling home for means with which 
to continue their tour or get back. 

The American Exchange in Europe is 
fmancially embarrassed, and those who hold 
letters of credit on it areina fair way of 
losing the uncollected amount of their in- 
vestments. Hundreds of Americans are 
now in Europe with these letters as their 
only funds; of course many of them will 
cable for assistance, and will be in- 
convenienced only by the loss of a few 
dollars, but there are no doubt many of 
moderate means who have no accessible 
capital and who will be greatly inconven- 
ienced by the failure of the Exchange to 
cash its credits. In many such cases the 
representatives of the United States will 
probably be called upon to come to the res- 
cue, and the government will see to. it that 
its unfortunate citizens get back. 

The exact cause of the failure of the Ex- 
change is not known. Senator Hawley, of 
Connecticut, is president, and refuses to 

Ik about it, as he says that he is not yet 
ready to talk. The manager of the Ex- 
change, Mr. Henry F. Gillig, is blamed 
most for the trouble, and is being severely 
criticized, He is now on the ocean, return- 
ing to London, his headquarters, and it is 
said will be arrested when he arrives at Liy- 
erpool. 

In the meantime, Americans are landing 
daily in Europe and Europeans are arrivin g 
in this country with letters of credit to the 
correspondents of the Exchange in both 
countries, and are horrified to find that 
their letters are worthless,

BovLANGER’s popularity in France is 
very mysterious to our esteemed northern 
and western contemporaries, We are very 
glad that they have in hand such a tremen- 
dous problem. 
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John Sherman’s Proclamation, 

In behalf of the democratic party of the 
country we extend our congratulations to 
John Sherman for the masterly manner in 
which he holds himself and his party to the 
bloody-shirt issue. His speech in the sen- 
ate last Wednesday, delivered while the 
united and harmonious democrats of Louis-

Prominent among these are the editor of 
the Iowa State Register and the editor of the 
Philadelphia Press. They are recent con- 
verts, but it is safe to say that they have 
merely fallen into line with the great body 
of republicans. Whatever excuse there 
might have been in the past for waving the 
bloody shirt, there can be none now. As to 
the suppression of the negro yote, Governor

An Ill-Fated Emperor. 

The case of the Emperor Frederick is 
hopeless.

The outlook on the other side of the wa- 
ter is indeed gloomy, and the day of Fred- 
erick’s death will be a sad one for Germany, 
and perhaps for France also.

Brazil and the Negroes, 

Just at the time when the scheme of ne- 
gro emigration from this country to Brazil 
is being seriously discussed, the new Bra- 
zilian ministry announces as a part of its 
programme the emancipation of all the 
slaves in the empire during the present 
year. 

It may strike some that this changed con- 
dition of affairs will make it more pleas- 
ant for the negro colonists, if they decide to 
try their luck in this strange land. But 
this does not follow. The advent of the 
colonists is regarded unfavorably by the 
American residents of Brazil, and the Rio 
News speaks out against the scheme in 
the following decided language: 2 

It is ourcandid opinion that there is not one sin” 
gle country in South America where they will be 
treated as wellasin the United Stat@®, even after 
admitting the justicelof every complaint which they 
may advance to vindicate this projected exodus. 

If they come to Brazil, the result will be as fol- 
lows: They will find the coast districts unhealthy 
aud all the good~lands taken up by large proprie- 
tors. The Amazon valley comprises great areas of 
ficoi-plains wlich are extremely unhealthy and 
are very unsuitable for agricultural purposes. If 
they gotothe high landsof the southern tributa- 
r.es of that river, they will be as completely severed 
from civilization and the world’s markets as 
though they were in the centerof Africa. There is 
no regular overland communication with seaports 
of the Atlantic coast, and communication by the 
way ofthe Tapajos and Xingu is long, broken by 
rapids, and isnot yet opened by navigation lines, 
The country is not settled, except by wild Indians, 
some of whem are known as cannibals. Cotton can 
not be produced as cheaply in Brazil as in 
the United States, even near the coast: 
jis production in the _ interior, therefore, 
is absolutely out of the question. Tobac 
co and sugar, also, could not be produced there to 
comycte with the coast districts. In facet, there is 
not one singie agricultural product that they can 
expect to cultivate profitably under present corflli- 
tions. W.tbout railways, steamship lines and mar- 
kets and without government protection azainst 
Indians and lawless characters, the chances of 
their making even a bare living are very slight. 
They cannot expect help from Brazil, for the coun- 
try is poor and already overburdened with beggars 
and parasites, and they should not expect help 
from the United States whose protection they pro- 
pose to discard, With such a future before them, 
the chances are that they will starve, or be de- 
graded to the level of the savages about them, 

The point about the cannibals ought to 
settle it. 

Other things, too, shouldbe taken into con- 
sideration. The newly emancipated negroes 
will all be seeking employment, and they 
will be compelled to accept low wages. It 
is no time for strange laborers to throw 
themselves upon the market. 

After all, why should any considerable 
number of our black fellow citizens think of 
leaving the freest, most prosperous coun- 
try under the sun to seek homes else- 
where? One thing they should certainly do 
before they take such a hazardous course 
—they should first ascertain whether or not 
their change of base would better their con- 
dition. Withthe light thrown upon the 
situation by the Rio News, it is safe to say 
that Brazil has nothing desirable to offer to’ 
either white or black immigrants.

‘“‘Now, just siop there,’’ said Mr. Clarke. 
The piccaninnies dropped the wood and ran 
off. Yesterday morning Mr. Clark went back, 
and soon after he had taken his post the same 
crowd came back. ‘They didn’t see anybody, 
and again they gathered up and staried off 
with a load of lumber, 

‘Stop there!’’ yelled Mr. Clark. 

He was holding a parlor rifié in his hands, 
and the little negroes dropped their woou 
and started _=_—sooff. Levelng the rifle 
at the crowd, Mr. Chr: prlel the 
trigger, and the little girl, UCarrie Peterson, 
dropped, screaming with pain, shot in the ec: 1!

The very 
atmosphere is surcharged with harmony and 
the sweetest melody is wafted on every breeze.

The per- 
formance last night lasted exactly two hours. 


The Programme in Detail. 

The concert opened with Richard Wagner’s 
overture to “Tannhauser..’ This is a noble 
production. It contains and combines the idea 
of Wagner's drama in two melodies; one ex- 
pressing the religious and the other the volup- 
tious side of human aspirations, which, to use 
Liszt's expression,‘‘are here placed in juxta- 
position,and find in the finale their equation.” 
From a musician’s point of view it is evident 
that Wagner’s themes and his treatment of 
them, are absolutely original, and show a 
mastery in all technicalities, snech as no other 
composer can lay claim toe, but this side of the 
matter, though important,is not the main 
one. ‘The overture is first and foremost a peet’s 
work, and must be valued for the amount of 
poetical perception itevinces, rather than for 
the astounding ingenuity displayed in the pre- 
Bentation thereof. There wasa legend current 
among the people of Germany in the middle 
ages, of a certain mountaln in Thuringia, 
into the interior of which Venus had retired. 
and from which she made nocturnal expedi- 
tions for the purpose of ensnaring the unwary. 
A knight and minstrel, named "Tannhauser, 
is said to have been enticed 
therein, and to have tarried a whole 
year with the goddess. The overture to the 
opera **Tannhauser” describes this event, and 
begins with a chant of pilgrims, which is first 
heard in the distance, then approaches, swells, 
and at length recedes, Twilight—the last 
Strain of the pilgrim chant dies out. As night 
draws on, magical phenomena present them- 
selves; a fragrant, roseate mist arises, volup- 
tuous shouts.of joy are wafted to our ears, we 
descry the dizzy motion of a licentious dance. 
These are the seductive, magic spells of the 

Venusberg.”” Allured thereby, Tannhauser 
approaches. Exultingly, he invokes the spell 
with his jubilant love-song. Wild shouts re- 
spond to his call, he is enveloped in the roseate 
cloud, and its enrapturing fragrance entrances 
and intoxicates? him. He sees the goddess 
Venus before him, and burning with fierce de- 
sire he raises his song in her praise. Boister- 
ous shouts of wild delight reecho on every 
side; maddened bacchantes rush hither and 
thither, and, dragging Tannhauser into their 
giddy dance, hand him over to the arms of tLe 
goddess, who carries him off, drunk with joy, 
to the farthest recesses of her invincible 
kingdom. The wild throng disperses, a whir- 
ring iturmur alone stirs the air, and darkness 
comes on. Day at length begins to dawn, and 
the song of the returning pilgrims is again 

eard inthe distance. As they draw near, 
an the sun has risen in all its splendor, their 
inspired strains swelling to a rapturous torrent 
of sublime ecstacy, proclaim Tannhauser’s de- 
liverence from the wiles of the goddess and hap- 
piness to all living things. The writer has heard 
this overture played Theodore Thomas’s 
great orchestra, and did not conceive that it 
Could be given in a satisfactory manner by a 
band devoid of stringed instruments. CGil- 
more's rendering of it was therefore a revela- 
tion. The tone colorizig was “masterful, and 
the precision, delicacy, force and verve were 
astonishing. This great work was a fitting 
Prelude for what was to follow.

ench horns—‘‘Come Where My Love Lies 
reaming,”’ by Foster.

The lad avery high soprano voice, 
of considerable flexibility and sweetness, Her 
method of vocalization is altogether above re- 
proach. Her presence is attractive and she 
caughtthe audience before she had sung a 
dozen notes. The flute obligato and the ac- 
companiment by the band added greatly to 
the song. The audience became wild and 
clamored for an encore. The singer responded 
by singing *‘Coming Thro’ the Rye.’’ This 

e rendered in an arch manner, completely 

wrens the crowd. 
* The chorus sang the ‘Gloria’ from Mo- 
zart’s Twelfth}Mass, unexpectedly well. The 
membefs of the band were evidently surprised 
that Atlanta could produce so excellept a 
chorus. The voices kept togetiver and the ac- 
companiment: formed a solid background. 
The audience showed its ge meg by in- 
dulging in loud applanse, which was long con- 
tinued, 

Whata noble singer is Tagliapietra! Age 
seems to improve his voice, which is as 
fresh as it ever was. For ten years he has 
been a favorite and has sung in all parts of the 
world. There are several qualities which are 
conspicious in his voice. First the breadth and 
fullness; second, the purity aud strength ; 
third, the matchless fluency of his delivery, 
and the flexibility of his voice. Then his 
method is fauitiess, and everything he essays 
is given ina musicianly way. There arefew more 
beautiful songs than F aure’s‘‘Palm Branches,”’ 
and he showed good taste in selecting it. He 
caught the audience, and his reception 
amounted to an ovation. 

The band played next the “Valse Caprice,’’ 
by Auton Reubenstein. This was composed 
for the piano, butis exceedingly effective as 
an orchestral piece. Its arrangement denotes 
the master musician. It isa rolicking valse, 
taken in quick tempo. It pleased the aud- 
ience greatly. 

Of Mr. Charles Turner’s rendering of “My 
Queen,’’ Blumenthal’s song, it would be hard 
to use extravagant language. He is assuredly 
an artist of exceptional powers. 

Signor Liberati made his first appearance 
before an Atlanta audience. As soon as he ap- 
peared with cornet in hand, the applause was 
vociferous. He played an original composi- 
tion of great beauty. In the rendering of this 
he displayed marvelous powers of execution 
and a refined taste. He is assuredly one of 
the greatest of living players. The audience 
was wrought up to ahigh pitch ofggnthusiasm 
and insisted upon an encore. 

Next came one of the great numbers of the 
concert—-the ever fresh and ever popular 
“Overture to William Tell.” A few words 
about this great work and its author. Gioac- 
chino Anconio Rossini was born at Pesaro, in 
the Romagna, February 20th, 1792, and died at 
Passy, near Parisy November loth, 1863. At 
fifteen years of age he went to study at the 
Lyceum of Bologna, his teacherin counter- 
point being Padre Mattei, His first great success 
was scored in ‘‘Tancredi,’’ first performed 
in Venice in 1815, and all his other familiar 
operas Were written within sixteen years fol- 
lowing. After ‘‘Guillaume Tell,’’ written in 
1829, while he was director of the Italian opera 
at Paris, he gave up active composition and 
rested upon his laurels, which are still the 
greenest and freshest that have decked the 
head of an Italian opera composer of this cen- 
tury. This overture is unquestionably one of 
his masterpieces, and has become almost his 
sole representative in the modern concert P- 
ertoire. The opening andante, so exquisitely 
instrumented for five violocelli and divided 
double basses, illustrates the repose and peace 
of the Alpine solitudes. It was not believed 
that this movement could be given with proper 
effect without the full complement of stringed 
instruments. This idea was'proyed{erroneous, 
for the substitution of the wood-wind instrn- 
ments rather added to rather than detracted 
from the effect. In the allegro, this calm is 
broken by the raging of a storm which runs its 
angry course amid lightnings and thunders, 
till the clouds clear away, the snn breaks forth, 
and from the mountain sides are heard the 
notes of the ‘‘Ranz des Vacies.”’ All is peace 
again; but soon; with the startling suddenness, 
trumpets sound a call to arms: the shepherd’s 
pipe is abandoned for the patriot’s sword ; and 
the overture ends amid exultant notes of vic- 
tory over oppression. All the beauty and 
grandeur of the work found effective interpre- 
tation in Gilmore’s rendering. Never was this 
overture more brilliantly played. It evoked 
the most spontaneous and generous applause. 

The next number was a triumph for the 
chorus. The grand march and chorus in 
‘‘Tannhauser’—‘‘Hail, Bright Abode’’— 
brought out the full strength of the chorus 
and taxed the skill of the instrumental- 
ists. Fhe combination was grand. The sing- 
ers did their part well. Mr. Sumner Salter’s 
face beamed with‘delight as they did their spir- 
ited work. They sang with precision and vim 
and entered into the spirit of the 
great composition. The orchestration of 
this issin Wagner’s most florid style, 
and the  tone-coloring excited the 
admiration as well as the wonder of everybody. 
This was thought one of the best things of the 
evening. Mr. Gilmore was so well pleased 
with the manner in which this chorus was 
given that he complimented the singers. 

The medley of popular airs which followed 
was irresistible. Many of the old familiar 
songs were introduced. Various comical 
effects, such as imitation of the bagpipe, were 
produced. This wasa selection intended to 
please those who are not partial to classical 
music. , 

The celebrated quartette from Rigoletto was 
rendered most artistically by Mafame Me)- 
lini, Signorini Carlotta and Messrs. Turner 
and Tagliapietra. The rich accompaniment 
of the band added greatly to the effect. The 
voices of the singers formed ajperfet quartette. 
This was indeed an enjoyable performance. 

The concluding piece was an appropriate 
finale to the. greatest musical entertainment 
ever given in Atlanta, The grand scena from 
“Il Trovatore”’’ was sung by the chorus, with 
full accompaniment by the band. But there 

‘were other and effec‘ive accessories. Thecon- 
comitants were anvils and cannon. The anvil 
beaters were dressed in red uniform aud were 
ranged on either side of the platform. One of 
the musicians occupied a seat among them, 
and a table was before him. Wires 
were run from this table through the 
building and connecting with the cannon in 
the yard. The artillery accompanist played 
his part perfectly. The band seenel, the 
singers joined in, then the anvils were heard, 
and then the cannon boomed. The operator 
at thé table beat time, and at the right stroke 
touched the key and instantly the cannon 
fired. As the hammers struck the anvils the 
report of the cannon was heard. The time 
was exact. This combination capped the cli- 
max. People rose to their feet and cheered 
lustily. The piece came to an end amid the 
wildest huzzas of the multitude. As the 
crowd was dispersing, the band played im- 
pressively ‘‘Old Hundred.”’ The first Gilmore 
concert was done. 
3 A Great Success. 

The first concert given by Gilmore’s great 
band was a pronounced success in every re- 
spect. The immense hall was nearly full of 
people. And it was a representative assem- 
blage of Atlanta people. How many people 
were there? Surely, not less than 3,000. The 
crowd was transported from the city to the 
park and back again without delay or confu- 
sion. Theschedule was operated without a 
hitch. Trains began leaving the carshed at 
half past six o’clock, and the last train for 
the parlagtarted at 8 o’clock. Every trip all 
the coaches were comfortably filled. The con- 
cert began at 8:15 o’clock and ended at 10:15. 
In less than an hour everybody had returned 
to the city. Notwithstanding the big crowd, 
there was no confusion, and everything glided 
smoothly.

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A TALK WITH MR. GILMORE, 


The Southern Teur a Grand Success—The 
Gentleman and the Lady of Music. 

“Our southern tour,’’ said the great band- 
master last evening,‘‘has been a grand sucesss. 
We have been greeted by very large audiences 
everywhere, and our music has been reeeived 
with great enthusiasm. This is true both of 
our classical and our popular airs. I am de- 
lighted with the way our Atlanta festival has 
opened.

From the Governor of South Carolina to the 
Governor of Georgia. 


Yesterday Governor Gordon received the fol- 
lowing important letter from Governor J. P. 
Richardson, of South Carolina: 

CoL_umMBiA, &. C., pon 18, 1838: To his excel- 
lency, John B. Gord@, governor of Georgia: Dear 
Sir—I have the honor to inform your excellency 
that at the request of —— or distinguished 
citizens of Georgia. the attorney-general of this 
state has had entered upon the records of the court 
in Aikeu county, of this state, a nolle prosequi on 
the indictment against Edward Stone, ior whom a 
requisition had been made upon your excellency, 
I have the honor to be your excellency’s obcdient 
servant, J. P. RICHARDSON, 

Governor of South Carolina. 

The salient points in the case of Blackwood 
will be remembered by the public. 

About eighteen months ago Edward Stone, 
an Augusta policeman, and aman named E. 
H. McNally went to.Aiken county, South 
Carolina, and arrested one Blackwood who was 
charged with committing a felony in Georgia. 
It was claimed by the author- 
ities of South Carolina’ that. these 
men took charge of Blackwood without legal 
process and they were denounced as .kidnap- 
pers. The ofticers claimed that Blackwood 
came back with them volungerily. 

There was an indictment against Blackwood 
in Richmond superior court for forgery and he 
was lodged in jail at Augusta. 

A writ of habeas corpus was sworn out for the 
prisoner. He was taken before Judge Roney,who 
upon hearing the argument, discharged him. 
Blackwood was taken in charge by the sheriff 
of Richmond county who put him across the 
river. On reaching the South Carolina side he 
was at once re-arrested by two South Carolina 
officers who turned him over to the Georgia 
authorities on the long bridge which spans the 
Savannah river at Augusta. In less than 
two hours after he was put across the 
river, Blackwood was in jail in Augusta. He 
was tried, convicted and sentenced to the pen- 
itentiary. 

While the writ of habeas corpus was being 
heard before Judge Roney,of Augusta,the gov- 
ernor sued out a requisition om Governor Gor- 
don for Stone and McNally, who it was 
charged. had kidnapped Binsiwbod, violated 
the sacred soil of the Palmetto state, etc. Goy- 
ernor Gordon declined to surrender either of 
the men. 

It was shown that Stone was under indict- 
ment in Warren county for assault with intent 
to murder, and the rule was that Georgia jus- 
tice should be first satisfied. It was an old 
indictment against Stone. A few days before 
the requisition was served in Georgia an accu 
sation was lodged against McNally in the city 
court of Augusta, which charged him with 
the larceny of adog. So the same objection 
which was made to extraditing Stone was 
made to extraditing McNalHy. Governor 
Richardson was not perfectly satisfied with the 
turn which affairs had taken, but the execu- 
tion of the executive warrant was suspended 
just the same. 

About six months ago McNally was 
was killed. That was a final settlement of his 
case, and now Governor Richardson, ‘‘at the 
request of prominent and distinguished citizens

GOSSIP OF THE RAIL. 
Silvér Spikes From the Tack 
Hammer Boys. 


Interesting Talk About One of the Best 
Railroads in the Country—Other 
Interesting Items. 


s.. 


“What railroad,’ we asked an experienced 
lawyer, yesterday, who is a close observer, “is 
it hardest to get a verdict against in this 
state ?”’ 

“The Georgia road,”’ heresponded promptly. 
“Tt is the best managed in the state. There is 
one thing I have noticed apout this road, all 
the employes ate interested in it. Ido not 
mean pecuniarly,but thevstand up toit. From 
the track hands to the superintendent they are 
strictly loyal, and that goes a lopg way 
toward making it popular. They have 
competent men, pay them good 
salaries, and réquire them todo reasonable 
work—I mean they do not makea man work 
till he fails asleep at his post. 

“To their patrons they are polite and atten- 
tive. You might bootiickthe supgrintendent 
all day, but he would not violat@ his orders. 
Some superintendents don’t care what you do 
orthink of their roads, if you will bootlick 
them. The roads have to suffer for it. 

“Another thing about the Georgia railroad. 
This corporation has never killed a 
wan on board its cars since 
the road was finished in 1844. This is wonder- 
ful, but itistrue. They make the best time; 
the track isthe bestin the south. Iwas con- 
sulted a short time ago abont some cases that 
grew out of this kind of condition. ‘The super- 
intendent of a line that runs through one 
state, who holds his place because he squcezes 
his employes, gets the most work for the least 
money, notified the section master on his road 
toreduce his force at the commencemcnt 
of last winter. The section master pro- 
tested and said it would be impossible 
for him to keep up the track on his section if 
his force was reduced, 

‘* ‘All right,’’ saidjthe superintendent, ‘‘we 
can get‘a man that will try.’ 

“So they did. During the winter on this 
saine section there was a serious accident. No 
one killed, but the road will lose enough to 
keep the section up for ten years. The stock- 
holders will be informed [they are all foreign 
stockholders] that the damages were obtained 


on account of prejudice against the road | 


and railroads in general. Of course 
the stockholders will never 
true canse of the trouble. and will brag aboat 
how their superinten@ent keeps down his ope- 
rating expenses. Another case: An engineer 
goes to sleep at the throttle; there is acollision, 
people killed and great damage to property the 
result. It costs the corporation immense sums 
of money. 
accident, it is charged to carelessness of the 
enginecr, When, in fact, 


tinued, and the heavy damages are attributed 
to prejudice to ralroads by jurors. 
‘While in New York city,’’ said the attorney, 
in January, I had a conversation with a large 
stockholder of this railroad, and he was blam- 
ing the lawyers and the courts and jurors in 
our state, and said he never had received any 
dividends and doubted if he ever would. ‘My 
friend,’ I replied, ‘did it ever occur to you that 
the part of your road in the state is run on the 
pubiice-be-d—d policy, and that is why you 
have so much to pay. To prove it, I know 
roads in our state that pav eleven per cent div- 
idends and several that pay six, seven and 
eight, but they are managed properly, and 
kept up as a road should be to make it pay. 
Whenever you have a rough, dangerous 
road bed, old worn out cars, employes over- 
worked, and who have no interest in the road, 
and aswell headed superintendent, you may 
just bet your life it will not pay dividends, 
and every man that rides on it is ready to be- 
lieve anything that is said against it, and 
everybody wants to sue it, and every juror that 
rides on it wants to give a verdict against it, 
and so itis with your road; and it will never 
pay dividends until you change the policy.’’’ 

There is a great deal of sound common sense 
in whatis said above, and if owners of rail- 
roads would look more into these facis it would 
be better for them and for the people.
